I do. not propose at the moment to con- 
sider what the essential ceremonies of 
the marriage of a principal wife are be-

Yat Quan (plaintiff's mother) prove that 
any of them were performed. What he 
tdoes rely upon as: proof of Chan Yat 
Quen’s marriage to” Woor!

ONLY QNE PRINCIPAL WIFE. 


After refering to the evidence of 
various witnesses, His Lordship continu- 
ed:—Apart from these “considerations;

.B good case bised upon the cohabitation 
‘of the partir: and the legab presumption 
to which I have referred.” The only ques- 
tion is whether or not there is a strong, 
distinct and satisfactory disproof of the 
presumption. The onus -is now. on, such 
of the défendants as actively oppose the 
plaintiff; and their case is practically 
bound up! with that. of.the first defendant 
Yeo Pek Yee.

is a fair enough argument. 

ESSENTIAL CEREMONIES. . . 


Tt becomes necessary therefore to look 
into the conditions of Woon Hong On’s 
marriage to Yeo Pek Yee, and for that 
purpose to consider what are the usual 
and. what are the essential! ceremonies 
to a valid Chinese marriage in. Singa- 
pore. The chief evidence upon these 
points was given by Mr. Stirling, the 
Assistant Protector of, Chinese.

One other- suggestion. He who doubts 
would do well to examine hia life and 
see whether his scepticism is due'to the 
intellect or to the heart. “ Atheism is 
a disense of the soul before it becomes an 
error of the understanding,” says. Plato, 
vand his philosophy in thig particular is 
in agreement with that of the Bible, for 
we read there that it‘is from the heart | 
that all evil things proceed. It is quite 
‘likely that our want of faith finds its 
source there rather than in the mind. 

Many a man could believe in the truth 
of religion if his brain alone was 
‘taken into account’; but unfortunately the

Whenever you hear aman talk loudly 
against, religion, there is always o very 
strong suspicion that you are listening 
to the ‘voice of passion. rather than to 
that of reason. Julius Caesar's dictum,
